Economic Situation

Dr, Ronald Young, of the University of 
Pennsylvania, in an address on immigration 
before the Association for the Advancement 
of Seience, laid several fundamental 
principles that should govern our admission 
of aliens. One was to limit the number of 
those admitted by our economic needs. That 
is more easily said than done, becanse we can 
not agree upon what those needs are. One 
noted writer is constantly asserting that we 
need 20,000,000 immigrants immediately, be- 
cause, as he declares, they would eat up all our 
surplus products and put our farmers on Easy 
Street. He seems to ignore completely what 
would happen in our labor world with such a 
volume of new labor to employ, and the ton- 
sequent reduction in the seale of living, which 
would hurt the farmers more than the extra 
mouths would help.

We are compelled to as- 
sume ‘that our eeconomie needs can be taken 
care of by the millions we already have. 

Another suggestion is, that we select immi- 
grants on their individual merits. That is 
ideal. If we could take in only the good ones 
both morally and physically and keep out the 
rest we would be doing something never yet 
attempted, except through imperfect 
rules for the exclusion of criminals, paupers, 
invalids and those having contagious diseases. 
However, in so far as this might be done a¢ all, 
it would be necessary to adopt another stg- 
gestion. That is, that this selection be made 
in the home lands of the applicants, where evi- 
dence about them could be secured and where 
it would be less costly to the rejected.
